This will make as much 
dilTereni e as the grain costs, and very 
likely more. Tbe extra manure made 
will alao help. Stinting the aheep is the 
poore.st economy. When a aheep Is get- 
ting thinner tbe wool does not grow, only 
less. The future of succeesful farmers 
lies in better and wiser feeding of ani- 
mals. Farmers want to get right at it 
and study the subject to ttie bottom and 
do their best."
